A FAMOUS CASE OF CLAIRVOYANCE
GRAPHICALLY RELATED.

When the Besleged Wad Lost AL Hope,
the ool

In vonversation botween mdistinzaish
ed jinlge of this state pnd an editor the
article of Mork Twain'son telepathy cos-
nally came into talk.  Many cases wore
elted, and the judge alluded to the re-
markable story of Jessie Brown, It will
be new to many, aud it is given here.
with an it appeared in a letter to the
London Times, the letter being written
by o lndy who was the wife of an officer
at Lucknow:

“On every side death stared us in the
face. Nohuman skill could avert it any
longer. We saw the moment approach
when we mnat bid farewell to earth, yet
without feeling that unutterable horror
which must have been experienced by
the unhuppy victims at Cawnpur, We
were resolved rather to die than to yleld
and were fully persunded that in 24 hours
all would be over. The engineer had
sald 5o, and all knew the worst. We
women strove to encourage each other
snd to perform the light duties which
were assigned to us, such as conveying
ordera to the batteries, supplying the
men with provisions, especially oups of
coffee, which we prepared day and night,

“I hud gone out to try to make myself
useful in company with Jessle Brown,
the wife of a corporal in my husband's
regiment. Poor Jessie had been in a
state of restless excitement all through
the siege and had fallen away visibly
during the Inst few days. A constant
fever consumed her, and her mind wan-
dered occasionally, especially that day,
when the recollections of home seemed
powerfully present to her, At last, over-
come with fatigue, she lay down on the
ground, wrapped in her plaid. I sat be-
side her, promising to awake her when,
as she sald, her ‘father shonld return
from the plowing.'

“She fell at length into a profound
slumber, motionless and apparently
breathless, hor head resting in my lap,

“I mynelf conld no longer resist the in.
clination to sleep, in spite of the con-
tinual roar of the cannon, Suddenly I
was aroused by a wild, unenrthly seream
close to my eur. My companion stood
upright beside me, her arms raised and
her hiend bent forward in the attitude of
listening.

“A look of intense delight broke over
her countenance, She grasped my hand,
drew me toward her and exclaimed:
‘Dinun  yo hear it? Dinnn ye hear it
Aye, I'm no dreaming! It's the slogan
o' the highlanders! We're saved! We're
saved!" Then flinging herself on her
knees she thanked God with passionate
fervor. 1 felt utterly bewildered.

“A fow moments more of this death-
like suspense, of this agonizing hope, and
Jessie, who had again sunk on the gronnd,
sprang to her feet and cried in n voice so
clear and plercing that it was hoard
along the whole line: 'Will ye no beliove
it noo? The slogan has ceased indeed,
but the Campbells are coming, D'ye
hewr? D'yo hear?
